CHAPTER 55. 

AN ACT to authorize cities to license and regulate the storage 
and use of nitric, sulphuric and other dangerous acids, and 
cities of the first class to provide additional fire extinguish-
ing apixtratus.

Storage of acids; fire apparatus. SECTION 1. It shall be 
lawful for all cities within this state by ordinance, to license 
the storage and use of nitric, sulphuric and other acids, the 
fumes or vapors front which will cause death to human beings 
by inhalation, and to regulate the storage thereof, and or all 
cities of the first class by ordinance to provide buildings with 
a sufficient number of automatic stream and distributing noz-
zles, such buildings and the number of nozzles to be deter-
mined by the chief of the fire department and building in-
spector of said cities, 

.SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage and publication.
